wood Lads Are Detained by 


Shelbyville Police. 


PLANNED TO WALK TO TEXAS 


Shoot Chicken, Burn it up in Roast­ 


ing and Had to Beg For 


Food. 


Impressed by a false go spel o f life 
and with the determinatio n to get to 
Tex as, where, as they hav e ev idently 
read, respect fo r law is naught and 
men are sho t in their tracks 
ev ery 
day , Fred Co o k and Lero y Link, the 
Glen wo o d y o uths who were repo rted 
missing y esterday , were captured by 
the po lice in Sheby v ille last night 
and held in po lice statio n all night. 
The news o f their detentio n, after 
their identity was learned by the po ­ 
lice, was telepho ned to relativ es in 
Glenwo o d last night. 
This mo rning 
Lee Link, father o f o ne o f the bo y s, 
and Mrs. Sarali Cliffo rd, with who m 
Fred Co o k resided, left fo r Shelby ­ 
v ille to return 
the 
bo y s to their 
ho mes. 
Mrs Link has been pro strate since 
the bo y s disappeared. 
She spent a 
sleepless night Mo nday and had abo ut 
giv en up ho pes o f reco v ering her so n 
again when the glad tidings o f their 
capture was receiv ed in 
Glenwo o d. 
The bo y s started, acco rding to their 
co nfessio n to the Shelby v ille po lice, 
to walk to Tex as and they bad plan­ 
ned to make 
twenty 
miles a day . 
They walked fro m Glenwo o d to this 
city Mo nday afterno o n and fro m here 
to Shelby v ille y esterday . 
They were 
armed with a 32 calibre rev o lv er and 
a 22 calibre rifle like y o uthful des­ 
perado es. when caught by the po lice. 
Yo ung Co o k traded his bicy cle, pur­ 
chased recently by Mrs. Cliffo rd; fm 
the rev o lv er. 
• It is said that Mrs. Cliffo rd plans 
to send the Co o k 
bo y 
back to the 
Spieeland o rphans ho me fro m whence 
lie came. She had taken him fro m the 
ho me to rear. 
It is said this is net 
the first escapade the bo y s hav e tried. 
The bo y s, when they 
arriv ed in 
Shelby v ille last ev ening, applied at 
the Go rdo n o rphans’ ho me in that 
city fo r so mething to eat. 
The Shel­ 
by v il'le Mo rning News adds the fo l­ 
lo wing 
neeming their capture: 
The lads to ld the matro n o f the 
ho me that they were bro thers and 
gav e the names o f Samuel and Ro b­ 
ert Wesley . 
They to ld her their in­ 
tentio ns and while they were eating a 
hearty supper, the po lice were called. 
Patro lmen To len and Farrell answer­ 
ed the call and to 1, k the bo y s to po lice 
headquarters where they were giv en 
a bed o n the flo o r fo r the night. 


When questio ned at headquarters 
the lad s gav e their co rrect names and 
stated that they 
were 
enro ute fo r 
T< x as to seek emplo y ment o n a cat­ 
tle ranch. 
They eft 
Glenwo o d 
at 
n o o n M n d -av and walked to Rushv ille 
wh ere th ey spent sev eral ho urs and 
the g reater part o f 
their mo ney 
($l.o O) fo r cartridges. 
No ne o f the 
cartridges were fo und in their po s­ 
sessio n at headquarters 
and when 
ask ed h o w th ey 
dispo sed o f them the 
lads stated that they sho t them in 
practice ah ng the right o f way o f the 
Pennsy lv ania winch ro ute they fo l­ 
lo wed to this city . 


They spent the night at the ho me 
o f a flo rist o ne and o ne-half miles 
west o f Rushv ille and after hav ing 
eaten a go o d breakfast, started fo r 
this citv . the first sto p o n their jo ur­ 
ney . 
The lads were trav eling o n a 
schedule co mpiled by them in which 
they were intending to reach their 
destinatio n in thirty day s trav eling at 
twenty miles per day . 


When called o v er 
lo ng distance, 


Mrs. Sarah Cliffo rd o f Glenwo o d, who 


has been caring fo r the Co Ok lad since 
taken fro m an o rphans’ ho me stated 
that she wo uld co me to this city after 
the bo y s Wednesday . 
She also stat­ 
ed that the lads had sto len the rev o l­ 
v er, but they bo th denied this, the 
Co o k bo y stating that he had traded 
his bicy cle fo r the rev o lv er and $1. 
Link is a so n o f Mr and Mrs. Lee 
Link. 
Bo th bo y s were students in 
the six th 
grade o f the 
Glenwo o d 
scho o ls. 
When asked 
where they 
pro cured their dinner Tuesday the 
lo ds stated that they had had no ne 
as they burned a chicken they sho t 
with the rifle in .attempting to mast it.

All the sev ere co ld 
weather has 
r. me while a go o d depth o f sno w lay 
o n the gro und and this pro tected the 
wheat to such an ex tent that it is ex ­ 
pected that* it, as a general ecf*p. and 
the who le family o f grasses with it, 
will co me o ut o f the 
winter in fine 
co nditio n. 
Mo reo v er t he freezing a ml it 
is 
deep, fo r in mo st places abo ut this 
v icinity the so il to a depth o f two o r 
three feet is no w as so lid as granite, 
insures- easy plo wing in the spring, 
and is in o ther respects an ex cellent 
thing fo r the so iL Also , it i> mo ist, 
which is also well. 
If the liu ped fo r 
happens, and an early spring arriv es, 
it is the ex pectatio n o f tlie farmers 
that the first few warm day s will see 
such an abundant gro wth o f grasses 
and y o ung wheat, and such an o nt- 
bursting o f leav es as will be as un­ 
usual a s the winter lias thus far been.

The unusual digressio n fro m the 
regular lines o f 
co nv ersatio n 
was 
caused by the mentio n o f the wo men’s 
straw v o te fo r presidential no minees 
which is being co nducted by the Indi­ 
anapo lis Star. 
“ Are y o u go ing to v o te in the Star 
co ntest? ” o ne o f the girls asked, put­ 
ting the questio n to ev ery o ne in the 
ro o m. 
There was a cho rus o f af­ 
firmativ es. 
It appeared they all in­ 
tended to v o te. 
The natural questio n nex t came: 
“ Who are y o u 
go ing to 
v o te fo r? ” 
That’s when the 
argument 
began. 
But after all it was no t much o f an 


argument. 
They were all Republi­ 
cans, acco rding to their o pen declara­ 
tio n, but the party was 
disrupted. 
There 
was o ne 
girl who 
fav o red 
Ro o sev elt and the remainder o f the 
rirls were fo r Taft. 
No manner o f 
argument co uld persuade the Ro o se- 
! \ elt adherent. 
She held tenacio usly 
the fo rmer president and said she 
wo uld v o te fo r him if it were the last 
tiling she ev er did. 
“ Do we all get to v o te fo r presi­ 
dent? ” cried o ne unso phisticated girl 
i who had sat 
quietly 
thro ugh the 
| who le discussio n in o pen-ey ed wo n­ 
der. Then she jumped up and clapped 
her hands with glee. 
The idea o f 
v o ting fo r president appealed to her, 
the mere no v elty o f it. 
With all due co nsideratio n o ne. co n­ 
fiding member pulled her to o ne side 
and ex plained. 
The dawn o f the suf­ 
fragette’s area was no t at hand, she 
ex plained, but the wo men were go ing 
to get in o n a straw v o te o nly . 
The result is likely to be that the 
Star will receiv e a lo t o f v o tes fro m 
Rushv ille. The Tri Kappas are pledg­ 
ed to name their cho ice, and it ap­ 
pears that they will all do . 


To mo rro w’s the big day in Rush­ 
v ille. 
The new Demo cratic precinct 
co mmiteo men, elected last Friday and 
Saturday , will meet in the Hendricks 
club ro o ms in the afterno o n fo r the 
purpo se o f reo rganizing the co unty 
central co mmittee.* 
The Republican 
Six th district co mmittee, co nsisting 
o f the co unty chairmen and the dis­ 
trict chairman will meet here to mo r­ 
ro w to select dates to name delegates 
to the district co nv entio n. 
Mark Purcell is the retiring Demo ­ 
cratic co unty chairman. 
It appears 
to day that the fight will be made at 
the Demo cratic meeting fo r this po ­ 
sitio n. 
And fro m the general talk 
amo ng Rushv ille Demo crats to day it 
will no t be much o f a fight, either. It 
appears no w that the factio n which 
J im Cusady represents will whip the 
J o hn Gantner suppo rters to a frazzle. 
One Demo crat who is o ppo sed 
to 
the alleged “ ring” which is suppo rting 
J o hn Gantner fo r co unty chairman, 
and •which so ught to line up by “ ro nd- 
. idler” metho ds the tea» precinct co m­ 
mitteemen fro m this 
to wnship fo r 
Gantner. said to day that a canv ass o f 
the precinct co mmitteemen 
sho wed 
Gantner’s o ppo nent wo uld be elected. 
It api>ears that there is no as­ 
surance that J im Casady ’s name will 
be presented to the co nv entio n. 
His 
name is the o nly o ne. ho wev er, which 
bas been mentio ned as the candidate 
if the “ anti-ringers.” 
The fight is 
no t being waged against Gan-tner, o ne 
Demo crat said to day , 
so much as it is 
against the men who are behind him. 
Ano ther Demo crat intimated to day 
that the “ ling” had 
ano ther slate 
prepared which wo uld undo ubtedly be 
bro keii. It was said by this Demo crat 
that the member o f (lie “ ring” cro wd 
who is slated to be po stmaster—un­ 
derstand this is o nly a dream so far 
as a 
Demo cratic 
president 
wo uld 
hav e to be elected befo re the dream 
came true-—will no t be po stmaster if 
tlie o ld line Demo crats can keep him 
fro m it. 
And it is said that ano ther 
man o f that cro wd who is slated fo r 
delegate to the State co nv entio n will 
nev er be cho sen if the “ aiv ti- riqgers” 
keep up Their 
reputatio n as 
slate 
bursters. 
Back o f it all there is a fight be­ 
tween the fo llo wers o f To m Taggart 
and tho se o ppo sed to his rule o f the 
Demo cratic party , it is understo o d. 
It is the o ld line Demo crats, it is de­ 
clared, in this co unty , who are align­ 
ed with the Taggart elemen-t and it is 
that factio n which lias been termed 
the “ ring” here which is o ppo sed to 
the do minatio n o f the Taggart ma­ 
chine. 
The leader o f the “ anti-ringers” is 
a well kno wn Taggart adherent. 
It 
is he who passed a large “ package” 
alo ng to Charles Hack at that mem­ 
o rable district 
co nv entio n at Oo n- 
nersv ille sev eral weeks 
ago . 
Rush 
co unty was pledged to suppo rt Hack, 
and it did it no bly . But there was no 
u<e. 
One ballo t was all that was 
necessary to elect a Taggart chair­ 
man, as so me o f his fo llo wers had the 
o lan all arranged. 
And it is whis­ 
pered that so me Rush co unty Demo ­ 
crats were in the co alitio n which co n­ 
spired to beat Hack because he was 
no t in fav o r o f the Taggart do mina­ 
tio n.

had equal ratios, or one insane person 
for ev ery 460 inhabitants. The district 
cared for by the eastern hospital at 
Richmond had one insane person for 
ev ery 49 6 inhabitants. 
The lowest ra 
tio was in the district cared for by 
the southeastern hospital at Madison 
where there was one insane person 
for ev ery 49 6 inhabitants. 
Gov ernor Marshall has said repeat 
edly that it will be adv isable for the 
nex t general assembly to prov ide for 
additional care of the insane, in order 
to take insane persons from county 
jails and poor asy lums. 
W hether an 
additional hospital should be prov id 
ed. or mor* room added to those al 
ready in operation is a detail the gov 
ernor has not y et satisfied him self con 
cerning.
